kH E N , in the course of human events, if 
becomes necessary for one people rn 
dissolve the polical bands which have

the opinions of mankind requires that 
they should declare the causes which impel them to the 
separation.— W e hold these truths to be self-evident, that 
ail men are created equal, that they are endowed bv their 
Creator with certain inalienable Rights, that among these 
are Life, Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness -That to 
secure therfe rights, Governments 
are 
instituted among 
Men, deriving their Just powers from the consent of Un­ 
governed.—That Whenever any Form of Government In­ 
comes destructive of these ends, it is the Rigid of the 
People to alter or abolish it, and to institute new Govern 
meat, laying its foundation on such principles and organ 
lziug its puwers In such form, as to them shall Hem most 
likely to effect their Safety and Happiness. 
Prudent 
indeed, w ill dictate that Governments long estahtl lied 
should not be changed for light and transient can ■ s 
and accordingly all experience hath shewn, that mankind 
are more disposed to suffer, while evils are sufferable 
than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to whit i 
they ure accustomed. 
Bu t when a long train of ahu ;es 
aud usurpations, pursuing invariably the same tilt jet t, 
evinces a design to reduce them under absolute Despot 
ism, it is their right, it is their duty, to throw ofr\su< Ii 
Government, aud to provide new Guards for their future 
security.— Such has been the patient sufferance of these 
Colonies; aud such is now the intensity whieh i oust rains

history of the present King of Great B ritain is a libitum 
of repeated injuries and usurpations, all having in direct 
object the establishment of an absolute Tyran ny ova*:
